It Is a great privilege and 
an exclusive one' In congress.. The 
doors are carefully guarded while con- 


Is In session, ind it Is sometimes 


exceedingly difficult to have access to 
senators or representatives when pub- 
ic business is being done. 


Senators and representatives have no 


tegular or rigid rule on the subject, 
jut It U known in Washington that 
the statesmen feel (hat their constit- 
uents or others who desire to' tee them 
nriTately should endeavor to do to Ln 
their offices, their committee room* or 
at their residences. 


To former members of the senate nnd 


house "the privilege of the Boor" U 
given, but they do not often avail 
themselves of that right This, how- 
ever.. Is In strong contrast to the cus- 
toms ot twenty years ago and longer, 
when It was not uncommon to see for- 
mer members moving about on the 
Boor of tho house when It waa no- 
toriously known that they' were lobby- 
Ing for some private claim or public 
graft. "
